Noticeable Falling Off 
In New Construc- 
tion Projects 


New York, July 20.—The be- 
ginning of the second half 
of the -year 1927 finds building 
activities throughout the United 
States on a steady down grade. 
Official reports made to S. W. 

Straus & Co. by the building de- 


| partments of 481 leading cities and 


towns revealed a_ shrinkage of 
slightly less than 10 per cent. dur- 
ing the first half of the year, com- 
pared with the same period in 1926, 
while in June the issuance of per- 
mits dropped off approximately 15 
per cent. from the same month of 
last year. 

Comparison with official building 
records shows that 1927 has so far 
fallen considerably short both of 
1926 and 1925, and that it is less by 
a narrow margin than 1924, 

The official building department 
records in the 481-cities reveal the 
issuance of $2,034.696,393 in permits 
for the semi-annual period, com- 
pared with $2,245,434,070 in the same 
cities for the first half of last year, 
the loss being $210,333,131. 
same cities in June issued building 
permits of $351,719.088, compared 
with $411.051.351 in June, 1926. The 
losses are fairly well distributed, al- 
though some of the large cities, 
where building has been going on 
during the last three or four years 
on rather high levels 
ing very heavy losses. 

The persistent falling off in the 
filing of new building projects is 
to be accepted as a definite indi- 
cation of the general downward 
tendency in the building industry, 
although the figures are not to be 
confused with those relating to the 
completion of work officially per- 
mitted in months gone by or for 
road building, public utility plants 
outside of incorporated cities, or 
for public buildings for which per- 
mits are not required. 

The twenty-five ieading cities 
which for the half-year exhibited 
the largest volume of permits issued 
showed a grand total of $1,244,583,-

N THE current issue of Printers’ Ink Monthly is an article 


I Way Out for the Jobber,” by H. G. Elfborg, who 
is president of the H. Channon Company, a big machinery, 
hardware, tool and general industrial supply house in the 
Middle West. The author discusses in a very fair and 
understanding way the position of the jobber and tells what 
he believes that operator must do to retain his place in the 
sun. We are going to quote from the article :— 

“As I see it the question of the jobber’s future rests 
largely with the jobber himself. No one has ever demon- 
strated that the jobber’s functions were unnecessary. The 
crux of most of the discussion centering around the jobber is 
the question: Who can best perform those functions? Some 
manufacturers have tried to work without jobbers, believing 
that they could obtain better selling effort foretheir products

in this way and thereby distribute more economically. I do 
not believe that many companies really like to do this. They 


do it because a few short-sighted jobbers have made them 
believe they must do it. Asa general rule, it costs them more 
to cover their markets without the jobber than it would cost 
to work with him, making a real effort where it is neces- 
sary to rouse him to sell better.”

With automobile production here 
falling off during the second quar- 
ter, some decline in Midland earn- 
ings might have been expected, Ku- 
las said. Instead, the company for 
the second quarter showed an in- 
crease over the first quarter, and 
the corresponding period last year 
Earnings after all charges, but be- 
fore Federal taxes and profit-shar- 
ing, were $742,309, comparing with 
$603,048 in the March quarter and 
$696,562 for the second quarter of 
1926. Earnings for the first half of 
the year were $1,345,367, as against 
$1,464.637 for the same period 
year.

| possible to reduce the cost of 
livered in New York from 
the present 25 cents a pound to less 
than 10 cents 
Spreading of the new bud graft- 
jing process throughout the rubber 
belt probably will mean the reduc- 
tion of the cost of tires, surgical 
supplies and flooring 
a great increase in the use of the 
product, according to Mr. Hender- 
At the same time the low cost 
|}may seem the doom of the reclaim- 
ing process, through’ which old tires 
jand other scraps produce 34 per 
cent. of the crude rubber used in 
| the United States. 
| Speaking of. efforts to produce 
| synthetic rubber commercially, 
Mr. Henderson said it was a re- 
mote possibility. Recently Ger- 
man scientists, who began the 
production of synthetic rubber 
, during the war, have reduced the 


crude 


cost of manufacture from $4 to $2, 
but it still requires almost a car- 
load of potatoes to produce a few 
pounds and costs are out of the 
question. Experiments in the pro- 
duction of synthetic rubber are 
being carried on in every large 
tire factory in the United States 
with little favorable result.
